NEW SCRAPER AT WORK 

Sierra Madre and Mariposa avenues 
were the first to receive treatment with 
the new road grader purchased by the 
city fathers and received this week. 
Fr >m four to six horses*and two men 
are required to operate the machine, 
which is one of the best of its kind. 
Rounding off the roadway with a pro- 
P r “crown” is a comparatively simple 
operation and will prevent much of the 
washing of gullies in the streets which 
has caused so much expense for road 
repairs during the rainy season. The 
tiustees expect the machine to actually 
pay for itself within a year in saving 
over the old method. 

Grand View avenue has at last been 
a cepted by Street Superintendent 
Lehmer, after much wrangling and de¬ 
lay on the part of the Tamped Oil 
R >ads Co., who tried to avoid replac¬ 
ing some boundary stakes which had 
been removed in grading, and restoring 
s ime other property to its former 
condition. 

Ry a vote of about ten to one the 
eit zens of Whittier authorized the is¬ 
suance of something over $100,000 
worth of bonds for the purpose of es¬ 
tablishing a sewer system and purchas¬ 
ing a farm for the disposal of the sew¬ 
age. The vote shows remarkable 
unanimity of sentiment for municipal 
enterprise and civic progress. 

NO JUDGESHIP IN SIGHT—YET 

Regarding Attorney Oscar Lawler 
who, with his family, recently came to 
Sierra Madre and rented the Rice cot¬ 
tage on upper Baldwin, Editon Clover 
wrote in last week’s Graphic: 

Oscar Lawler is n >t to resign as 
I’nited States district attorney after 
all. It was given out about six months 
ago that at the end of his four-year 
term, only four weeks distant, Mr. 
Lawler would retire to private prac¬ 
tice. Later was printed a newspaper 
story that the present district atorney 
is slated for elevation to the federal 
bench. According to a letter from 
Washington, received this wek by The 
Graphic, Mr. Lawler has no intention 
giving up his present berth, and if he 
really is to relinquish the cares of of¬ 
fice, his political spoonsor. United 
States Senator Frank P. Flint, never 
has been consulted In the matter by 


Lawler. Further than that, no one in 
1 the federal offices in the Tajo build¬ 
ing, who is close to the district attor¬ 
ney, knows of his intention to resign. 
So that those lawyers who have had 
an eye on Lawler’s $4,000 a year billet, 
would better hunt elsewhere for a po¬ 
rtion equally profitable, as for the 
present, at least, Oscar Lawler will sit 
tight. 

MET DR. GRENFELL 

Many Sierra Madre people were 
greatly interested in the recent visit 
of Dr. Grenfell, the “patron saint of 
Labrador,” to Pasadena and Los An¬ 
geles and heard with thrills the sim¬ 
ple recital of the wonderful work ac¬ 
complished among the fisher folk of 
Xew Foundland and the Labrador 
coast. None was more appreciative of 
the visit than J. E. Furneax, who came 
from Saint Johns, Dr. Grenfell’s home 
port and whose brother for many years 
published the Saint John’s Evening 
Herald in which Dr. Grenfell from time 
to time contributed what he called his 
“Log,” telling in his simple, direct way 
the news of the work among the fish¬ 
ermen and sailors. 

During his visit in this vicinity Dr. 
Grenfell made the ascent of Mt. Wil¬ 
son. By a happy chance Mr. Fur- 
neaux met him at the foot of the trail 
and there followed a chat delightful 
to both. Mr. Furneaux left New 
Foundland about the time Dr. Gren¬ 
fell began his work there but had fol- ! 
lowed its development by means of 
his brother’s paper. 

“The world isn't very big. after all, 
is It?” said the doctor in his surprise 
at finding such a familiar name so far 
from the home port. 

WOMAN’S CLUB 

There was a double attraction at 
the Monday afternoon meeting of the 
Woman’s club. Mrs. R. J. Waters, 
president of the Los Angeles district 
of the California Federation of Wom¬ 
an’s clubs gave an interesting address 
on the advantages of federation, which 
was much to the point Sn view of the 
fact that the local organization is con¬ 
sidering this important step. 

Mrs. Charles E. Bcnthum read a 
splendid paper prepared by Louis 
Fleckenstein on the subject, “Is Pho¬ 
tography an Art?” Mr. Fleckenstein 
is director of the Salon club, an ad¬ 
junct of the American Federation of 
Photographic societies which holds an 
exhibit each year of the best photo¬ 
graphic work of the country. On the 
walls of Town Hall were hung many 
pictures made by Mr. Fleckenstein, 
some of them having won honors in 
American and foreign exhibitions. 
They aptly illustrated the possibilities 
of tile artistic phase of photography. 
Inspection of the pictures following the 
formal program was enjoyed by all 
pr"> ent. Tea was served by the hos¬ 
pitality committee of tile club. 

At the next meeting of the club the 
Whittier Woman’s club will be en¬ 
tertained by the local organization.

CITY TRUSTEES MEET 

Passage of ordinances of intention 
to improve Auburn avenue under the 
bond act, ordering the improvement of 
Grandin avenue in accordance with the 
ordinance of intention passed some 
time since, introduction of ordinances 
providing for the issuance of $30,000 
in municipal gas plant bonds, estab¬ 
lishing grades on the east end of Cen¬ 
tral avenue and of intention to improve 
Highland avenue under the bond act 
from Sierra Madre avenue to Baldwin 
are some of the things accomplished at 
last night’s meeting of the city trustees. 

The sum of $5 was appropriated for 
the "Lincoln Farm” association which 
proposes to make a memorial park of 
the place where Lincoln was born. 
Current bills were allowed and the 
trustees adjourned in time to get to 
bed before midnight by hurrying 
straight home. 

LUCK DIED WITH HIM 

According to press reports the fam¬ 
ous luck of E. J. Baldwin did not ex¬ 
tend beyond his lifetime, as it ap¬ 
pears from the decisions of the Su¬ 
preme Court against Baldwin in his 
controversy with the Arroyo Water and 
Ditch company, which has been in the 
courts for a long time. 

Both Baldwin and the water com¬ 
pany laid claim to the water in the San 
Gabriel river near the former’s big 
Santa Anita ranch, in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. The lower courts decided 
against the horseman and the Supreme 
Court last week denied his appeal. 

Editorial and conversational com¬ 
ment on the death of E. J. Baldwin fur¬ 
nished a sad commentary on whaf his 
life might have been. It would be al¬ 
most impossible for as much to be said 
if a man with less that was good in it. 
The daily papers gave the assignment 
of writing his obituary to the sporting 
writers and the best they could say of 
him was that he was game and that he 
was good to those who had served him 
like slaves through adversity, iniquity 
and worldly prosperity. 

Monrovia Messenger.—Looking upon 
advertising as an expense, whether 
necessary or not, is following the wrong 
principle. Advertising is an invest¬ 
ment, and one of the most essential of 
them all. There may have been days 
when it was not necessary for the suc¬ 
cessful conducting of business but 
those days have gone by. 

Among the new entries for the Mount 
Wilson hill climbing race in April is 
that of Tom Vertugo, a Mexican youth 
living in San Gabriel, who has been 
training for the past two months for 
this event. Vertugo is a youngster of 
unusual build, broad-shouldered and 
deep lunged with the legs of a grey¬ 
hound. It is expected he will give the 
older competitors a tussle for the hon¬ 
ors of the race.

scholtzia” for the California poppy and 
gives as his preference “Dormidera, 
the sleeper, from its familiar habit of 
closing at sundown. For history, for 
euphony and for scientific aptness this 
is the preferable name of all. But, as 1 
remarked before, anything is better 
than Eschscholtzia. Let us take that 
serial curio respectfully but firmly by 
the back of the neck, lead it to the 
door of our vocabulary and kick it for¬ 
ever forth,” 


MEAD IS SECRETARY 

Board of Trade Elects Successor 
to M. H. Bridle at 
Monthly Meeting. 


To take the office of secretary va¬ 
cated by the resignation of M. H. 
Bridle, the Board of Trade on Monday 
night elected A. S. Mead, well known as 
a real estate dealer and one of Sierra 
Madre’s most efficient boosters. If 
there is any virtue in the common say¬ 
ing that a man successful in his own 
business is the proper one to put into 
such a public position, Mr. Mead should 
(Ill the requirements perfectly. His 
thorough familiarity with all branches 
of the Board of Trade work enable him 
to take charge of the secretary’s af¬ 
fairs without a hitch in proceedings 
anywhere. 

A. N. Adams was elected to the place 
vacated by Mr. Bridle on the board of 
directors. Mr. Mead will probably re¬ 
sign as vice-president, that office being 
filled by action of the directors. 

The application of H. W. Caskey for 
membership in the Board was accepted. 

The committee on the hotel project 
reported that affairs were not in shape 
for a formal report, but promised some¬ 
thing definite for the next meeting. 
Five propositions regarding sites have 
been received and are under considera¬ 
tion but they were not named by the 
committee. The matter of architects’ 
designs and of stock subscriptions is 
also receiving the earnest attention of 
the committee. 

The matter of the organization of a 
local branch of the state Society for 
the Study and Prevention of Tubercu¬ 
losis was presented by Mayor C. W. 
Jones and on motion the project was 
indorsed by vote of the Board. 

The school district bond issue to be 
voted upon at the special election of 
March 20 was also indorsed and the 
voters urged to give the matter their 
attention. 

Better service on the Pacific Electric 
was the object sought in a resolution 
asking the standing committee on 
transportation to see if some better ar¬ 
rangement could not be secured in the 
evening.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN. That 
on the 10th day ot' December, A. D. 
1908, the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre adopted an Ordinance 
declaring its intention to improve a 
portion of Sunnyside Avenue in said 
City of Sierra Madre in the manner fol¬ 
lowing, to-wit: 

First. That said Sunnyside Avenue 
from the intersection of Live Oak Ave¬ 
nue on the south to the south property 
line of Grand View Avenue on the 
north, including all intersections, (ex¬ 
cept such portions of said street and 
intersections as a jco required by law to 
be kept in order or repair by any per¬ 
son or company having railroad tracks 
thereon, and also excepting such por¬ 
tions of said street and intersections as 
have already been graded to the official 
line and grade, oiled and accepted by 
said city,) be graded and oiled in ac¬ 
cordance with the plans and profiles 
for such work on file in the office of 
the City Engineer of said city, and city 
specifications for the grading and oiling 
of streets on file in the office of the 
City Clerk of said city, said specifica¬ 
tions being numbered 10. 

Second. That a cement curb be con¬ 
structed along both sides of said Sun¬ 
nyside Avenue from t e north curb line 
of Live Oak Avenue on the south to the 
south property line of Grand View 
Avenue on the nort \ (except along 
such portions of said street between 
said intersections where a cement curb 
has been constructed to line and grade 
and accepted by said city,) in accord¬ 
ance with the plans and profiles for 
such work on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of said city, and speci¬ 
fications for the con.-truction of cement 
curbs on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said city,, said specifications 
being numbered 2. 

Third. That a cement gutter five (5) 
feet in widtty be con-tructed along the 
westerly side of said Sunnyside Avenue 
from the north curb line of Live Oak 
Avenue on the south to the south 
property line of Grand View Avenue on 
the north, (except a’eng such portions 
of said westerly side of said street 
where a cement gutter five (5) feet in 
width has been con-tructed to the of¬ 
ficial line and grade and accepted by 
said city,) in accordance with the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in the 
office of theTfity Engineer of said city, 
and city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of "•cement gutters on file in 
the office of the City Clerk of said city 
said specifications being numbered 8. 

Fourth. That a cement gutter two 
and one-half (2 1-2) feet in width be 
constructed along the easterly side of 
Sunnyside Avenue from the north curb 
line of Live Oak Avenue on the south 
to the south property line of Grand 
View Avenue on the north, (except 
along such portions of said easterly 


side of said street where a cement I 

gutter two and one-half (2 1-2) feet I ♦ ^ 


in width has been constructed to the 
official line and grade and accepted by 
said city), in accordance with the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in the 
office of the City Engineer of said city, 
and city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement gutters on file in 
the office of the City Clerk of said city, 
said specifications being numbered 8. 

Fifth. That cement concrete culverts 
be constructed along and across said 
Sunnyside Avenue, between said ter¬ 
mini, where shown on the plans an! 
profiles for such work, and in accord¬ 
ance with the number of the plan des¬ 
ignated thereon, and in accordance 
with city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement concrete culverts 
on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of said city, said specifications being 
numbered 9. 

Sixth. That cement swales be con¬ 
structed along and across said Sunny¬ 
side Avenue, between said termini, at 
such places and of such dimensions as 
are shown on the plans and profiles for 
such work on file in the office of the 
City Engineer of said City of Sierra 
Madre, and in accordance with city 
specifications No. 7 on file in the office 
of the City Clerk of said city. 

That said Ordinance provides as fol¬ 
lows, to-wit: 

Sec. 2. That the said Board of Trus¬ 
tees finds, upon estimates of the City 
Engineer of said city, that the cost "of 
said proposed work or improvement 
will be greater than fifty (50) cents per 
front foot along each line of said street 
so proposed to be improved, as herein¬ 
before set forth, including the cost of 
intersection work assessable upon said i 
frontage; and said board of Trustees 
determines that serial bonds shall be 
issued to represent the cost of said 
work or improvement; said serial 
bonds shall extend over a period ending 
nine years from and after the second 
day of January next succeeding the 
date of said bonds, and an even annual 
proportion of the principal sum thereof 
shall be payable, by coupon, on the sec¬ 
ond day of January every year after 
their date until the whole is paid; and 
the interest shall be payable semi¬ 
annually, by coupon, on the second 
days of January and July, respectively, 
of each year, at the rate of seven (7) 
per cent per annum on all sums unpaid, 
until the whole of said principal and 
interest are paid. Said bonds shall be 
issued in accordance with the provis¬ 
ions of an Act of the Legislature of the 
State of California, entitled “An Act to 
provide a system of street improve¬ 
ment bonds to represent certain assess¬ 
ments for the cost of street work and 
improvement within municipalities, 
and also for the payment of such 
bonds,” approved February 27th, 1893, 
and of all acts supplementary thereto 
or amendatory thereof.
